William Liddicoet Car Taken 
Saturday Night, Abandoned; 
2nd Car In Fatal Wreck 


The man who was killed in the 
wreck of a stolen car near Rose- 
ville early Sunday was identified 
in a Roseville morgue this after- 
noon as Jack MacDonald, aged 
about 27, of near Folsom. 

Identification was made by 
Sheriff George M, Smith, who 
said he had seen MacDonald at 
Diamond Springs Saturday night 
and that this indicated he prob- 
ably was the person who took 
the Liddicoet car. This belief was 
further strengthened by the fact 
that the road on which the Lid- 
dicoet car was found was a “back 
road,” not likely to be known 
te anyone save those familiar 
with the area. 

MacDonald evidently was killed 
when the car blew a tire and 
crashed into a power pole. He 
was fatally injured internally. 


William Liddicoet’s automobile was 
stolen and recovered over the week- 


end, and the man who is suspected of | 


having stolen it lies nemeless in a 
Roseville morgue. 

Sheriff George M. Smith was at Rose- 
ville today in an attempt to identify 
the man, who was killed after he had 
stolen a second car and drove it head- 
on into a power pole near Roseville.. 

The Liddicoet machine was stolen 
from a parking place at Diamond 
Springs Saturday night, where Mr. and 
Mrs. Liddicoet had left it when they 
went to the annual cattlemen’s dance.
